Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner explained the basis of the current objection to 
"progenitor" in the referred to passage in the claims. Applicants representative and the examiner also discussed the 
current 112 2nd and 1st paragraph rejections and means of overcoming each of these. With respect to the 102/103 
rejection over Rao et al. , applicant's representative continued to argue that the rejection should be withdrawn, however 
the examiner believed that applicants arguments while persuasive as they differentiated between the Rao et al. 
reference and the teachings of applicants specifiction, were not succesful in arguing the difference between the Rao et 
al. reference and that claimed by applicants. Upon brief review of the rejection and the reference of Rao et al., the 
examiner pointed out that he believed that the population of cell type number -14 in figure 1 as taught by Rao et al. 
met all of the limitations of the currently rejected claims, including those not specifically specified by Rao et al., but 
were considered to be inherent to the cell type. The examiner also pointed to the reference Scherrer et al., referenced 
by applicants, as supporting this conclusion. Applicants's representative expressed his desire to meet with the inventor 
to further discuss the current issues before deciding how to proceed. 
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
